— The minister of trade 
and commerce has decided to call for 
tenders for carrying mails to and irom 
Great Britain for one year from the 
twentieth of November. The terminus 
OQ this aide of tlie Atlantic moat be at a 
Canadian port. By tlirowing the service 
open to competion it ia poaaible that 
Canada may secure better aervice than 
at present.

starving Indians in the Far North— Liberal 
' member Accepts OfAccT— Still Look- 
ing to Henley. 

WiNNiPKc;, Oct. 1, — MethodiBt Jliesion- 
ary Fred. S. Stevens writes the Free 
Press a lengthy letter from Oxford House, 
situated in the far northern country 
lying between Lake Winnipeg and Hud- 
son's Bay. He says the Indians in that 
district are in desperate straits owing to 
scarcity of game and desire to be re- 
moved to the west etiore of Lake Winni- 
peg, where they could make a living at 
farming. Already hunger and naked- 
noBB hover around the enc.impinent and 
death follows close in their wake. Tlie 
long cruel winter ia coming and then 
theae three will bo busy, swooping down 
on many a lonely Indian cam]). Foreat 
fires liave driven the deer away and tlie 
rabbits, after their regular habit, are 
moving of!', so that next summer even 
many may die of starvation. 

In Winnipeg rowing club circles it is 
said that another attempt will be made 
next year to secure the coveted Stew- 
arda' cup at the Henley regatta. 

H. G. Graham, Liberal M.P.P. for 
South Brandon, has tendered his resig- 
nation to S[)cakor Young, to accept tlie 
cnetoms coliectoraliip at Brandon.

FUNISHIN& THE MOHUANBS. 

Tbe Brltiah Soldiers Destroying Their Vil 
lages at tbe Expense of .Many 
Soldiers' Lives. 

Simla, Oct. 1. — The troops under Gen 
JelTreys had some fighting at the vil 
lagea of Agra and Gat. The insurgent 
tribesmen .occupied positions behind 
rocks and a hot engagement at close 
quarters was fought before the village 
was destroyed. Col. O'Bryen and Lieut 
Brown Clayton were killed, Lieut. Pea- 
cock was severely wounded, and Capt. 
Styles slightly wounded. Upon their 
failure to accept the terms of the British 
commanders the punishment of the 
Mohmands was resumed on Wednesday. 
Twelve of their villages were destroyed 
and their. fortified towns were blown up 
without option. 

Pesiiawuu, Oct. 1. — The Afridis at- 
tacked a patrol of British Lancera near 
Fort Bara this morning. It was an un 
pleasant surprise to the British com- 
manders to find that the enemy had 
ventured ao close to Peshawar. Fort 
Bara ia only a few miles ' distant from 
here. 

Si.MLA, Oct. 1. — The Ameer of Afghan- 
istan has ordered the arrest of any Afri- 
dis or Jirgaha appearing at Cabul. 



QUEBEC SCHOOLS. 

Objection to the Government Inspection ot 

Certain Catholic Institutions. 

Mo.NTJiu.vL, Oct. 1.— Archhiahop Bru- 
clieai of Montreal makea the following 
statement in the case of the biabopa and 

other members of the Catholic commit- 
tee of the council of ))ublic instruction 
who voted against the proposal to place 
all the schools subsidized by the govern- 
ment under government inspectors: 
'■ Tilt! [joveriiinont liaa no ritrht to have 
any but i)ublio Bchools inapocted, It 
ueud not uiilil fiuthor ordera interfere 
witli independent establiahmonta. The 
trillinir subsidy which ia accorded these 
institutions has been an encouragement 
and does not give tbe abaolute right to 
place these establishmenta under state 
control, 

" If it ia not satisfied it has the power 
to withdraw its subaidy, but not more 
than that. We have in Canada three 
kinds of educational establishments: 
Schools under tlie control of commis- 
aioners, subsidized schools and inde- 
pendent schools. The first two claesea 
are already inspected under direction of 
the council on Catholic instructions.

ANOTHEE LITTLE WAR. 

Chile Arranging to Have Trouble With Her 
Keishbprs. 

New Yokk, Sept. 30. — A dispatch to 

the Herald from Valparaiso, Chile, says : 
Deapite denials, the rumor is persis- 
tently circulated in Valparaiso, on the 
authority of those who are presumably 
in a position to know, that Chile is on 
the eve of serious international troubles 
with Argentina and Peru. 

It ia stated here that Argentina, Peru 
and Bolivia have been secretly negotiat- 
ing a treaty which it is believed is hos- 
tile to Chile. It is also asserted that 
Cliilean diplnmats, hearing of the nego- 
tiations against Chile, made certain 
representations to Bolivia, which re- 
sulted in that country withdrawing from 
tlie proposed agreement. The Chilean 
navy has been placed under secret ordera 
and ia ready to sail at a moment's notice. 
Chile ia also holding lier troops in readi- 
neas. 

The newspapers here, on aji^iarently 
good authority, formally declare the ru- 
mors of an impending confiict complete- 
ly groundless. 

But the newB comes from Santiago 
that La Leis, the leading organ of the 
Chilean radical press, which has thus 
far always been well informed, announces 
that tbe rumor has a color of truth. In 
its next edition La Leia will publish de- 
tails of the negotiations between Argen- 
tina and Peru looking to a union against 
Chile. 



INLAND SEA FORUING. 

That is the Prospect Now Causing Anxiety 
in Arizona. 

PiioENix, Ariz., Sept. 30.— A despatch 
from Tucson aays : 

Passengers came in on the belated 
California trains, the cause of the delay 
being (looda in the .Salton Basin. It ia 
rumored that the watura of the (.iulf of 
California bad broken over the sand bar 
which aeparates the gulf from the baain, 
If this should prove to bo true, Southern 
California will have the larjjest inland 
eea on the continent, in some places 
more than 300 feet deep, and Arizona 
would come up through the gulf to a 
point opposite Yuma to a port of the 
inland sea. In the meantime iijany 
mileaof the Southern Pacific would be 
submerged. 

HOTEL FOB DAWSON. 

A "Dead Game Sport" Arranging to Open 
a Mamiuotli Establishment. 

Cuii'i'Ln Cnr.EK, Colo., Sept. 30.— Joe 
Wolfe has bad donated to him by Joseph 
Ladue, the bonanza king of the Klon- 
dyke, a half block of ground in Dawson 
City, upon which he intends to erect a 
mammoth hotel. His partners in this 
enterprise are lifteen Chicago business 
men. Mr. Wolfe baa made arrangements 
with P. IJ. Armour foreverything needed 
in the provision line. 

Mr. Wolfe will be remembered aa the 
only peraon who ever succeeded in pul- 
ling off a genuine Mexican bullfight in 
the United States. Thia Wolfe auc- 
ceeded in doing at Qillett in the sum- 
mer of 1895.

New York, Oct. 1.— E. G. Dun & Go's, 
weekly review of trade will say to-mor- 
row: failures during the third quarter 
of 1897 were 2,903, with liabilities of 
.f28,0C3,2Gl, of which 29 were in banking 
for .$3,387,009. Commercial failures were 
2,87-1, with liabilities of $25,570,192 
averaging lower than in any other quar« 
ter for twenty-thiee years. This amount 
of defaulted liabilities ia the smaileat in 
any quarter for five years, 'and in fifteen 
yeara only six quarters have shown 
smaller liabilitiea. Manufacturing fail- 
ures were C51, with liabilities of !ti9,431,- 
191; and trading 2,184, with liabilitiea 
of $12,825,005. The volume of legit- 
imate business continues larger than in 
the same month of 1802, for while the 
great increase of 27.8 per cent, at New 
York for the week might be aupposed 
due to speculative activity, yet payments 
through the principal clearing houECs 
outside of New York exceeded those of 
1893 by 3.6 per cent for the week and 2 
per cent for September. New York 
makes settlement for a large portion of 
the country and the daily average in- 
cluding this city was in September, 
.$200,30-1,000 against $134,859,000 last 
year, $133,310,000 in 1894, $123,732,000 in 
1893, and $170,423,000 in 1893, so that 
the gain over the same month in the 
beat of past yeara is 17 per cent. 

Eailroad earnings, although a consid- 
erable decline in general rates haa oc- 
curred in five years, are 1.7 per cent, 
smaller for September than in 1892, al- 
though 13 per cent, larger than last year. 
East bound tonnage from Chicago shows 
a large increase. These evidencea of a 
revival of prosperity are the more impor- 
tant because prices for moat manufactur- 
ed producta have advanced but moder- 
ately, and are much below the level of 
1892, while speculative markets are ah 
declining with curious unanimity, as if 
the large crops of grain and cotton would 
not assure increased business to railways 
and(4varrant better prices for stocks. 

Failures for the week have been 194 in 
the United States against 299 last year, 
and 34 in Canada against 40 last year. 

Bradstreet's to-morrow will say : Gen- 
eral trade is marked by i-.creaeed ac- 
tivity in wool, hides, iron, and steel and 
the manufactured products, but buai- 
aess in the quarantined districts re- 
mains at a standstill, and at all, except 
a few Northwestern distributing centres 
in spring wheat states, where business 
is relatively most active, there is a check 
to the demand for dry goods, hats and 
clothing. Favorable reports come from 
a region extending from Knoxvllle to 
St. Paul, and from Omaha to 
Milwaukee the tendency is to increase 
estimates of the wheat crop and decrease 
cae of the probable yield of cotton. 
The price movements show a long list of 
unchanged quotations this week, includ- 
ing various iron and eteel staples, wool- 
hides, print clotiies, lumber, nails, cop- 
per, jiork, beef, coilee and sugar. lo- 
crenaefl are confined to a nominal 
advance for anthracite coal, 25 cents for 
bessenier pig iron, fractional grains for 
leaf tobacco, naval stores, butter and 
lard, and another advance for woollen 
goods. Potatoes have reached from the 
extremely high prices at the West, and 
cotton ia ofi" further. Lead ia lower ;aa 
are corn, oats and flour in sympathy 
with wheat, which dropped two cents on 
Bradstreet's reported increase of nearly 
10,000,000 bushels in the world's visible 
stocks. There have been exporta of 
wheat and Hour at the rate of 1,000,000 
bushels a day for many weeks. 

Bank cle.tringa for .S7 cities for the 
week ending Keptcmbor 30, show total 
clearances of $1,218,225,981, an increase 
of 30.1 percent., aa compared with the 
corresponding week of last year. Out- 
side of New York city the clearances 
were $400,427,339, iiicre.tse 17.9 per cent. 
The clearances for the Dominion of 
Canada were: Montreal $12,-101,198, in- 
reaso 9.C per cent. ; Toronto .$7,347,757, 
increase 17,8 percent.; Winnipeg $2,- 
0-19,507, increase 44.4 per cent. ; Halifax 
$1,129,803; Hamilton .$500,070; St. John 
$515,097, increase 0.0. per cent. 



BUSINESS IN CANADA. 

A moderate Improvement Noted— Local Re- 
ports Very Satisfactory. 

New Yobk, Oct. 1.— Dah'a review to- 
morrow will say of Canadian trade: 
There ia moderate improvement through- 
out the Dominion of Oanada and it ia 

probably the safer for being gradual. 
Montreal notes gradual improvement in 
most lines of business with freer settle- 
ments. Money is stiller and banks have 
made tbu rate four per cent, on call. 
Wholesale trade at Toronto continues 
f .i.rly active and the outlook is encourag- 
ing with money firmer. Eail way re- 
ceipts show large increases over 
last year. 

At Vancouver local trade and collec- 
tions are good but busineaa in mining 
localities is not so satisfactory. Trade is 
reaching a firmer basis in leading job- 
bing lines. At Victoria trade continues 
satisfactory withfewer complaints amorg 
retailers than for some time past. Local 
collections are good, but country pay- 
ments are generally slow. 
ifltBradstreefa will eay of Canadian 
trade to-morrow: "Ontario reports 
continued heavy exports of farm pro- 
ducts, a moderate volume of business 
and favorable outlook. Live stock ship* 
ments from Manitoba for nine montna 
exceed those for . the, entire year 1896. 
Business failureaiithronghout the Do- 
minion of Canada amount to 1,501 
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i SPAIN'S? POLITICAL CRISIS. 

Anxie^ to Form a';Mew Government' Wlth- 
oat a Qeneral Election. 

Madkid, Oct. 1.— MarBhall Martinez 
CampoB was in conference with the 
Queen Regent to-day for an hour and a 
half. He expreesed tlie opinion that a 
channe of policy was poeaible with the 
present chambers, if the majority sup- 
ported the new cabinet's economic 
measurea aad its attitude toward the 
colonies. 

After the Queen Regent receives Senor 
Sagasta and Senor .fidal, president of 
the chamber of deputies, lo-morrow she 
will miiUe her deoieion. Her Majesty 
to-day expressed n desire to retain if 
possible, the present chanibera. believing 
that a general election would tiave a dis- 
turbing ellect. For this, liowever, a 
Conservative cabinet would be necessary. 
None of the Liberals are inclined to ac- 
cept oUico as the Liberals would only 
find themselves at the naercy of thu 
Conservative chambers. 

General Campos has been endeavor- 
ing to affect arrangements whereby the 
members might be retained in case the 
Liberals were to take ofHce, but bo far 
he baa been unaucceasiul. Daring the 
conference of leaders of the dissident 
Conservatives with the Queen Regent, 
Senor Silvela declared that in view of 
the difficulties in the way of dissolution 
it would be best to retain the Conserva- 
tives in office under the leadership of 
Campos, and ho said that on the as- 
sumption that the cabinet would receive 
the support of all olemeuta, a majority 
of his own section would give it entlmsi- 
astic support. 

Madjiid, Oct. 1. — The Liberals are 
prei)aring to give an ovation to Senor 
.'-^agaata, their leader, upon liia arrival 
here to-day. It is taken for granted that 
he will form a cabinet, in which, prob- 
ably, Senor Gamazo will be minister of 
foreign affairs; Senor Morley Prender- 
gast minister to the colonies, and Gen. 
Oorrea minister of war, although Senor 
Morley Prendergast has been mentioned 
for the appointment of Spanish minister 
to Washington to succeed Senor Depuy 
de Lome. It is not expected that the 
cabinet crisis will be ended for another 
week. 

Senor Sagaata says ho is willing to 
undertake the construction of a cabinet, 
and it is hoped that the crisis will be 
over to-morrow. 

Wa«iiin"gton-, Oct. 1.— The cabinet 
meeting to-day was devoted almost en- 
tirely to the coneideratiotiof the Spanish 
situation and other foreign affairs. It 
was one of the longest meetings held 
Binte the advent of the present adininis- 
tration, lasting over two and a half 
hours. The main subject of considera- 
tion was the present cabinet crisis in 
Spain, and its effect npon oar relations 
with the Madrid government, and our 
attitude towards Cuba. 



PACING KECORU LOWERED. 

"Star Pointer" Electrifies an Immense 
Field of Spectators in Illinois. 

SPRiNiii'ii:LD, Oct. I. — In a race which 
was witnessed by at least 65,000 people, 
Star Pointer, on the Illinois state fair 
grounds this afternoon not only main- 
tained his record aa the king of pacers 
by beating Joe Patchen, but ho also 
lowered the world's pacing record in a 
race, by half a second, making tlie mile 
in 2 :00,'.j', the previous record having 
been 2:01 which Star Pointer made on 
Saturday, Sept. 18 at Indianapolis, when 
he defeated Joe Patchen. 

Star Pointer was greeted with tremen- 
dona cheering by the assembled thou- 
aanda as he passed under the wire in the 
third heat, and the announcement of 
the lowering of the world's pacing re- 
cord waa received wi«h tumultuous ap- 
plause. 

The record for 1897 for stallions was 
also broken by William Penn in the first 
free for all trot, he making a mile in 
2 :02%. Star Pointer's achievement was 
in a special match race for a parse of 
$5,000. 

TYPHOID IN KENT, 

Its Increased Prevalence Causing a Panic- 
Advertising lor Nurses. 

London, Oct. 1. — The prevalence of 
typhoid fever at Maidetone, Jvent, is in- 
creasing and trade is absolutely at a 
standstill. There are now 1,172 cases 
and there have been 46 deaths, six of 
which oceured last night. The surface 
iiniHiritiea of the waters, suf)posed to be 
drainage from a lioj) picking encamp- 
ment, have not abatfd. ill addition to 
the many doctors and nurses who have 
arrived from other parts, a. large num- 
ber of volunteer nurei'a have been adviir- 
tieed for. .Some of the residents have 
become panic stricken at the alarming 
state of affairs and the continual tolling 
of the church bells denotine the burial 
of the dead, and many are leaving their 
homes.

There are 
fewer failures reported in Ontario this 
year, which is true also of Quebec, New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, 
Northwest Territories and British Col- 
umbia, The only increases, and these 
small ones, are in Nova Scotia and 
Manitoba. 

DEEP WATERWAYS. 

President McKinley's ;comniission Organiz- 
ing for the Work. 

Aliianv, Sept. 30.— President McKin- 
ley's deep waterways commission, head- 
ed by chief engineer Harrison, has en- 
gaged the aervicea of Albert J. Hines, at 
the present time a resident engineer of 
the eastern division of the Now York 
state canals, to take effect October 10, 
at which time ho will begin a more care- 
ful survey of the proposed route. The 
survey of this route will bo exhaustive, 
and will be divided into two parta, one 
to be in charge of Mr. llinea and the 
other of D. J. Howell, of Washington. 
Fifty men will be employed on the 
work. The national commission has at 
its dispoeal $160,000 which it is expect- 
ed will last one year, but it is not 
thought that it will be sufficient to com- 
plete the survey. The route properly is 
the same one which Mr. Hines surveyed 
in a preliminary way under the direc- 
tion of state engineer Adams in 1805. 



THE SAMOAN TREATY. 

Prospect of a New Agreement Between the 
United States and Germany. 

London, Oct. 1. — A despatch from 
Berlin to the Daily Chronicle says : Ac- 
cording to a well informed Hamburg 
correspondent, President McKinley has 
instructed the United States consul at 
Berlin to give an opinion aa to an altera- 
tion of the Samoan treaty. It is believ- 
ed that the United States intends to in- 
vito a new conference. 

Germany is certain to object atrenu- 
oualy to any weakening of her bold up- 
on Samoa. The complete cession of the 
group of islands to England would meet 
with far more anpport here than an 
American occupation. 

THE GRAIN TRAFFIC. 

Buffalo Simply Astonished at Its Increased 
Extent This Year, 

Buri'ALO, Sept, 30. — The eastward 
movement of flour and grain from the 
West through Buffalo is assuming pro- 
portions that are astonishing. During 
the month of September there were re- 
ceived at this port 1,059,900 barrels of 
flour and 31,061,221 bushels of grain. 
This is an increase of 25 per cent, over 
the corresponding month last year. Prom 
the opening of navigation to the close of 
the present month the receipts have 
been as follows : Flour, 7,715,738 bar- 
rels ; grain, 128,156,616 bushels. This is 
by far the largest amount of grain and 
flour ever received here during a similar 
period. 

THE DUEL FORGIVEN. 

The Pope Extends Absolution to the Aus- 
trian Prime minister. 

Vienna, Sept. 30.— The Pope on the 
intercession of Cardinal Gruacha, Arch- 
bishop of Vienna, has telegraphed 
to Prime Minister Badeni giving 
him absolution for having fought a 
duel with Dr. Wolfl', the leader of the 
German nationalists in the lleichsratli. 
The Count Badeni was wounded in the 
arm. According to the rules of the 
Catholic church Count Badeni, if he did 
not receive absolution, would have to bo 
excomm unicated . 



RAILS FROM AlIERKJA. 

New South Wales I'ound Dilliciilty in Plac- 
ing the Order in England. 

liONDoK, Oct. 1.— A despatch to the 
Times from Melbourne says : The gov- 
ernment of New South Wales asHcrts 
that it has found such dilliculty in 
placing in lingland an order for 2,000 
tons of steel rails of high carbon quality 
that it has been compelled to place the 
order in America, where the manufac- 
turers have readily undertaken that 
contract at $25 per ton. 

BETWEEN TWO STOOLS. 

A French Ambassador Has Evidently Come 
to the Ground. 

Paris, Oct. 1.— The topic for days has 
been the refusal of M. Loaee, French 
ambasaador at Vienna, to accept the 
appointment tendered him as Governor 
of Algeria, on the ground that he does 
not desire to leave hia aged parents. He 
declares that ho will remain in Vienna. 
But the Marquis do Reverseaux has al- 
ready been appointed to replace him, 
and the cabinet decided to-day that the

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

The Bnlls at Last Assert Themselves and 
nn Advance in Prices Results. 

New Yobk, Oct. 1.— The bulls made their 
lirst uggrossive stand in over two weeka ou 
the stock e.\chango to-ilay, and after a 
heavy dccliiio in the curlier part of the day 
they camu forward to the support of the 
market and clieckoil the ducUiio and 
brought the closing very geiiorally above 
last iiighl'a level. Theiii was iiotliing in 
the news of llie day that couhl be countcii 
more fuvoriible than that of the preceding 
day or two and the sharp still'eniug rate for 
ciiil money (luring the afternoon might be 
called a distinctly unfavorable factor. In 
the early trading the raid of the bears on 
special stocks in each prou]) wore successful 
in depressing the particular groups and the 
whole list by syinputhy. Omaha in thi^ 
granger groiip, Hold down at one time 
nearly two points. Missouri I'acilic was 
the weak spot in the Southwestcriis and 
was forceii down i;^, and so on for other 
stocks. The tendency ot the list to 
move iiule))endently of these stocks 
under pressure waa the first evidence of 
lecuperaiiou. Soon afterwards sustained 
buying on a largo scale became quite evi- 
doiit, and a heavy covering movement by 
the bears followed." Buying orders by the 
commission houses added to the strength 
of market, outside customers who had sold 
sliort joining in the covorini; movement. 
There was a marked change in the whole 
tone of sjieculuiion, the market becoming 
dull whenever the bear.s succeeded in 
checking the udvaiico, and business show- 
ing a lively increase whenever the course 
of prices turned upwards. London was 
buyer in this market again to-day. Some 
of the stocks which showed weakness early 
in the day failed to recover entirel.v, hut 
the net gains as a rule ranged from a frac- 
tion to two points or over. The prices of 
ipiite a niininer of slocks fell at one stnge of 
tlie reaction two jjoiiits or over from the 
early higii point. 

The JCveiiing Post says: "At the open- 
ing cif to-day's stock market there were 
more signs tluiii usual that the downward 
reaction had pretty much run its course. 
There was u good deal of sharp professional 
work and a few effective " raids " were 
made in quarters where weak speculative 
holdings were still believed to be outstand- 
ing. iSut the general market's tendency 
to-day was ujiwanl, many shares scoring 
shar)) aiivances. The sliarj) reaction of the 
autumn, which has been witnessed in every 
'•hull" nioveiiu'iit of the generation but at 
the idea of which the tipsters of a month 
ago scoll'oii vigorously, has come to ]iass. 
The reactionary jirocess means, as every- 
body ought to know that stocks have gone in- 
to reasonable hands, able to pay for iheni. 
The market as a whole closed strong.

WRAT IS LIBERALISM f 



TEE FARMING INTEREST. 

The holding of the Fall ezhibitions is 
calculated to attract public attention of 
Britieh Oolutnbia ap;r!calture, which has 

been somewhat lost sight of in the in- 
terest attauhinR to the gold discoveriee. 
Yet unless farming keeps pace with the 
other industries we will lose the greater 
part of the advantage to be derived from 
them. It ia an old saying that it coats 
a dollar to produce a dollar's worth of 
gold, and perhaps if account ia taken of 
the vast sums tliat are spent by pereone, 
who do not take out an ounce of the 
metal, the estimate 13 not extravagant. 
Mr. Ogilvie has said that in his opin- 
ion Ivlondyke will yield from ,$60,000,000 
to .t75,000,000. How much the rest of 
the Yukon country will yield we can 
ouly aurmise, and the same ia true of 
Cnesiar, Omineca, Cariboo, Kootenay 

• and the other gold-bearing regions. Are 
we extravagant when we say that in 
the next ten years British Columbia and 
the Y'ukon will yield 1^250,000,000 of 
gold, silver and copper? We do not 
think so, nor do we think it extravagant 
to eay, counting what ia spent in failures, 
that it will cost $200,000,000 to produce 
this. What proportion of the coat will 
be paid out for food products that can be 
grown in British Columbia ia of course 
only a guesa, but when it is remembered 
that this includes beef, bacon, beans, 
butter, pork, mutton, milk, eggs, fruit 
and vegetables, as well as bay and grain 
for horses, it will be seen that the 
amount will be enormous. Is it ex 
travagant to eay $100,000,000? We do 
not think so. In this calculation no 
account is taken of the increasing de 
mand for farm produce from the citiee, 
f rom the lumber industry, the coal mines, 
the fisheries or shipping. If these are 
added, the magnitude of the market 
for British Columbia farm prO' 
duce during the next decade will 
be seen to be astonishing. Bo 
great will it, be tliat we do not 
Euppose that any effort, which our farm- 
ers can make, will enable them to over 
take it. This being the case, or even if 
this estimate is far in excess of the facts, 
it will be Been of what immense import- 
ance it la to every lino of ljusinees and to 
every interest that everything shall be 
done that can be done to iiive a stimulus 
to agriculture. 

We submit that the greatest question 
of the hour in British Columbia is as 
to what can be done for the above pur- 
pose. We submit that if the farmers 
will formulate their requests they must, 
it reasonable and practical, receive con- 
sideration at llie hands of the govern- 
ment and the legislature, for if any 
dispoBition ia shown to tarn a deaf 
ear to them, public opinioa will demand 
that tbey shall be complied with. We 
do not say this to encourage dema- 
goguery and economic quackery. There 
never yet was found a universal panacea 
for the ills of agriculture. Farming is a 
practical businefls; if it can be assisted 
at all the asaiatanco must be of practical 
value. There is no sense in wasting 
time in trying experiments with fanciful 
theories. Let the fannera themaelves, 
as praiitical men, diecuaa their afTairs in 
a practical way and if they can discover 
some practical manner in which the 
coveniment can assist thorn to produce 
better articles, or more of them, or to 
market them more advantageously, they 

I may feel very sure that their wishes will 
be acceded to if it is within the power of 
the legislature to do so.

The appeal is made for the introduc- 
tion of Liberalism into proyinpial poli- 
tics. This is Bitnply the introduction of 

a catchword for the oppoaition. Aa waa 
stated in theae columna a fetv daya ago, 
the word Liberaliam haa no meaning in 
connection with Canadian politics. The 
Liborala are a party, but thoy do not 
represent any special principle and 
hardly as yet represent a policy. This 
ia said, not in any spirit ot contempt, 
but aa a simple etatoment of a fact, 
which is not neceasarily discreditable to 
the Liberal party. In a country like 
Canada it ia, indeed, almoat impoaaible 
that political parties can-be formed 
along hard and fast lines. The times are 
constantly changing and the personnel 
and policy of parties nocoaanrily change 
with them. Thia haa been the history 
of Canadian politics aince the inaugura- 
tion of confederation thirty years ago. 

The union of the provinces found poli- 
tical partiea in a very dieorganized con- 
dition as the result of the events which 
terminated in the paaaagc of the British 
North America Act, 1867. In Quebec and 
Ontario the old parties agreed on a sort 
of truce. In Now Brunswick the old 
tliviaions wore lost sight of entirely, the 
largo majority of the people following 
Sir Leonard Tilley and being known as 
Coufederationista, the minority being the 
Auti's, made up of those who did not be- 
lieve in the union at all, most of these 
being old school toriea, the others being 
opposed to the terma of union. In Nova 
Scotia the division was the same, but 
the partiea were more evenly balanced, 
and thia for two reasona— one being that 
the Anti-Confederates had a powerful 
leader in Joseph Howe ; the other being 
thnt tbey had a real constitutional griev 
ance in the fact that the province was 
legislated into the union without an ap 
peal to the people. During the first par- 
lament there was no substantial uiO'i 
enco between the parties, nltliougli one 
began to develop itself in connection 
with the Canadian Pacific railway and 
the New Brunswick school question. 
The overthrow of the Macdonald minis- 
try and the incoming of Mackenzie as 
premier served to draw party lines more 
distinctly, but the first really radical 
divergence in principle between the two 
parties was over the question of protec- 
tion. There were difl'erences over minor 
matters, such aa to how the Canadian 
Pacific ought to be built, whether the 
franchiae ahould be regulated by a fed- 
eral act or left to the provinces and 
othera, and at one time there seemed 
likely to be a broad line of cleavage over 
provincial righta, but in the end the par- 
ties settled down to a fight over the tar- 
iff with incidental skirmishes about mat- 
ters of administration. The supporters 
of Sir John M acdonald called themselvea 
Liberal-Conservatives, a title which sig- 
nified that the party waa made up of 
men from both the old pre-confedera 
tion partiea, but which haa absolutely 
no significance, and never had, aa a 
definition of principles. The others call- 
ed themselves Beformers in Ontario, 
Rouges in Quebec, and Liberals in the 
Maritime Provinces, the name Liberal 
being afterward adopted by them, for 
convenience of description and not be' 
cause it meant that they were more 
liberal or progressive than their oppon 
ents. 

The eighteen years' experience of 
what was very cleverly named the 
National Policy so engrafted the pro- 
tectionist idea on the Canadian mind, 
that it may be fairly said that neither in 
1890 nor yet in the preceding general 
election waa the tariff an issue. It was 
ostensibly the bono of contention, liut 
in point of fact the struggle waa on other 
<luestions, many of them local and per- 
sonal. So it came about that when the 
Lanrier ministry took office its treat- 
ment of the tarifi" was on very diflferent 
lines from tboae along which the party 
had fought in the SO'a. The principle of 
protection was not abandoned, and it 
may be said with perfect truth that 
there was not a single lino of policy 
advocated by the Liberal leaders, which 
might not have been adopted by the 
Conservatives, if they had r'.':n;.ined in 
power, without the sacrifice of a single 
principle. We are speaking now of 
principles not of details. To all intenta 
and purposes it is true that the Liberal 
party in Dominion politics has not yet 
developed a politiy, although one ap- 
pears to be in process of development in 
connection with trade with the Mother 
•Country. 

Liberaliam in federal politics does not 

mean progress, but on the contrary it 
meant the reverse, while the Liberals 
were in opposition. It does not mean 
lower taxation, amaller exjieiiditure, re- 
duction of debt or adminiatrativp re 
forms, any more tlian Gonservatiam 
means tboae things. It simply meane 
the harmony existing between thoF.e 
voters who believe the admin- 
istration of public alfaira ought 
to be entrusted to Sir Wilfred 
Laurier and his associatcB rather tlian 
to Sir Charles Tupper and his associates, 
A certain set of leaders who have been 
accustomed to work together and be 
supported by certain voters constitute 
the Liberal party, and what theae lead- 
ers think expedient constitutea the Lib- 
era! policy, as far aa it has been evolved. 
We eay these things without disrespect 



because it is well to make political 
sketches from the nude occasionally. 

In view of the above considerations, 
which we believe truly set out the sal- 
ient facts of party history in Can- 
ada, to talk of Liberalism aa something 
that can bo applied to provincial politics 
in any other than a strict party seneo ia 
in the last degree absurd: if a man, 
who gives his support to the party led 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, ahould take the 
position that his party ought to control 
the provincial goverutnonta as well aa 
the Dominion, he would he quite intolli- 
ble and possibly, speaking as a strict 
party man, he might be able to make 
out a plauaiblo case, If this is what ia 
meant by Liberaliam, it ia very easy to 
understand it and very easy to show 
how erroneous it woultl be, from a pro- 
vincial ataudpoint, to adopt such a 
course. But if something else ia meant, 
if there is some principle which it ia de- 
airably to introduce into provincial poli- 
tics and of which the Liberal party of 
Canada ia the exponent, surely the pub 
lie ought to bo told what it ia, and what 
ia more tlioy ahould be shown when the 
Liberal party proved itself to bo ita ex- 
ponent. If we ought to have Liberalism, 
let us know what it is. The men who 
clamor for it are not such as inspire 
faith in it.

QUALIFICATION OF ELECTORS. 

Replying to the request of the 

CoLONi.sT, the Columbian refers to the 
issue of this paper of August '_'8th as 
containing an article in which the im- 
pression is conveyed that a voter must 
reside a year iu a district in order to get 
his name on the list. The allegation 
appears in an extract from the Grand 
Forks Miner giving the remarks of Mr. 
Charles Kay at a public meeting, and 
the Colonist did not correct the atato- 
ment, ita remarks being wholly directed 
to the last i)art of Mr. Ivay'a remarks, 
and in point of fact the statement above 
referred to was overlooked. In order 
that there may be no mistake as to what 
the law in regard to registration of 
voters ia the section of the statute may 
be quoted : 

Every male of the full age of twenty- 
one yeara, not being disqualified by thia 
act or any other law in force in the prov- 
ince, beinc entitled within this province 
to the privileges of a natural-born Brit- 
ish aut)ject, having resided in thia prov- 
ince for twelve months ami in the elec- 
toral district in which lie claims to vote 
for two months of that period immedi- 
ately previous to sending in his claim to 
vote as iieroinafter lueutioued, and;being 
duly registered aa an elector under ttie 
provisions of this act, shall be entitled 
to vote at any election.

With the tenacity of insanity 
he clings to the idea that a plot has been 
hatched to murder him, and it is be- 
lieved that intelligent treatment at the 
provincial hospital for the insane is the 
only hope of saving his reason. 

TrtE police have not yet identified the 
owner or owners of a portion of the sup- 
posedly stolen property found in George 
Van Horst's possession at the time of 
his arrest. Chief Sheppard would ac- 
cordingly be glad to hear from anyone 
who has lost a gold-filled, open-face 
watch or a pair of opera glassea. It is 
exnected that the Parson's robbery case 
will be under investigation in the pro- 
vincial court on Tuesday. The police 
have now discovered that the pair — Van 
Ilorst and Dodds — went through no few- 
er than five places on Sunday, during 
the course of their viait to that district 
which brought diacovery of their mis- 
deeds.

With the fact of 
his having disposed of Jones' property to 
work upon, a good prima facie case of 
theft can at least bo made out. In any 
event it will afTord a legal method for the 
further detention of the supposed crimi- 
nal. 

Of all peculiar bicycle accidents that 
which befel a young lady rider, Misa 
Mason, on Government street yesterday 
afternoon, captures the premium. She 
was passing Mr. Robert Jamieson's book 
store when a llock of pigeons doing an 
" Old liomestead " act in the centre of 
the roadway, caused iier to slacken a])eed 
almost unconeciously. The impertinent 
pigeons did not propose to move for any- 
one, however, and strange to say the 
front whell caught and passed over one 
fluttering bird. So great was the shock 
to the nerves of the cyclist that sIk; fell, 
and a sprained ankle remains with her 
as a souvenir of the incident. The over- 
tame pigeons have lately become quite a 
feature of Government street — almost as 
much a feature aa the hackstand— and 
so independent have they become that 
little short of a policeman or a tramcar 
will induce them to move.

BLACK IS SENTENCED, 



The 



Rossland Jewelry Robber 
Given Eight Years iu the 
i'euitentiary. 



Convicted in San Francisco 
Bfingriugr Stolen Property Into 
Califoruia.

A brief telegram from San Francisco 
yesterday announced that John Black 
had been sentenced by Judge Wallace to 
eight years in the penitentiary. This 
little bit of news is the finis of a very dif- 
ficult case in which the man who, last 
winter, robbed Challoner, Mitchell & 
Spring's jewellry store at Rosaland, has 
been brought to justice. 

On the evening of February 24 the 
premises of Ohalloner, Mitchell & Spring, 
at Rossland, were broken into and a 
large quantity of diamond rings, watches, 
bracelets, brooches and other valuables, 
worth thousands of dollars, stolen. Su- 
perintendent Hussey of the provincial 
police took the matter up vigorously, 
and every effort was made to discover 
the robber, a reward of $750 being offer- 
ed bv the provincial government and 
.i;2,")0 being added by Ohalloner, Mitchell 
t Spring, for the recovery of the stolen 
property and the conviction of the thief 
or thieves. 

Black was too cunning to carry much 
of the jewelry any distance, but instead 
hid the greater part in a valise under the 
platform of the rail way station at North- 
port, just on the Washington side of the 
boundary. Then he went on to 
San Francisco. Arrivinc there he de- 
tailed a certain Edward Johnson to get 
the valise and ship it by express to San 
Francisco, giving Johnson ^100 for his 
trouble. Johnson did as he was told, 
hut Detective Warner at Spokane spotted 
it, and when Johnson got to San Fran- 
cisco he was arrested detectives Gib- 
son and Wren of that city. A search of 
the room at No. 18 Grant street, where 
.Johnson and lilask lived, resulted in the 
discovery of a number of pawn tickets 
for articles of the stolen jewelry dis- 
tributed in seven dill'ercnt pawn shops. 

Superintendent liusaey on receipt of 
this information wired to Chief J.ecs of 
the San Francisco police to hold the 
men, and at once set out for the Bay 
City with the requisite extradition 
l)apers. This was at the end of April. 
Extradition proceedings were atarted in 
Judge Oook'a court, but it was soon seen 
that this would be both expensive and 
tedious; and besides at the best could 
only result in the conviction of Black, 
proviiied it was possible to secure the 
attendance in British Columbia of all 
tlie California witnesses. 

As there were twelve of these, and it 
was very doubtful that they would all 
attend. Superintendent Ilusaey advisHd 
the provincial government to abandon 
extradition proceedings and have John 
Black prosecuted in San Francisco, for 
taking stolen propert;^ into the State of 
California. There being no case against 
Johnson he was allowed to go. 

The provincial government accepted 
Superintendent Hu.usey's advice and be- 
fore he relnnicd from San Francisco he 
ivent befnrt; the f,'rnii(l jury and olitanied 
two indictments a^^ainsL lilack. The

TELEGRAMS AS EVIDENCE. 

The C. P. R Company UnwlllinE to Divulge 
Its Clients' Business in Court. 

The long vacation in the courts closed 
on Thursday, and yesterday the first 
trial to come on was that of Kichards v. 
the British Canadian Gold E. D. & I. 
Co., an action taken to recover .^1,500, 
the first payment under an alleged agree- 
ment for .t-ljOOU for options on certain 
mining cluirna in Osoyoos district — the 
I'eacock, Flier, Calumet, Number Four, 
Gold Hill, Little May, and Ophir. The 
defence is that the agreement was not 
complied with, and that ftlr. Cuthbert, 
the representative ot defendants, had no 
right to bind the company. 

■\n interesting incident in the case was 
that point raised over the attempt of the 
plaiutiU' to have Mr. William Christie, 
local manager of the C.P.E. Telegraph 
Company, compelled to produce certain 
telegraniB. Mr, Christie had been sub- 
poenaed to produce the telegrams, but 
on hia referring to the head othco in 
Montreal, Mr. Hosmer, manager 
of C, P. R. telegraphs, advised 
him not to produue any telegrams 
on the groudd that it waa against public 
jjolicy for a telegraph company to dis- 
cloee the business of its clients. 

Mr. H. Dallas Helincken, CJ.C, ap- 
peared for Mr. Chriatiu yesterday and 
slated this objection, arguing thatshould 
the court insist on the production of 
telegrams tlie telegraph company were 
entitled before such production to have 
the exact telegram described and to have 
it shown that the me«aage was one which 
either party ia the suit had a right in 
either as sender or receiver. A. broad- 
cast order for telegrams would be equiva- 
lent to a search warrant and against i)ub- 
lic policy. 

Mr. .luatice Walkcm stated that any 
telegrams called for must be pertinent to 
the matter before the court and he would 
eeo tliat no othera were produced. The 
case proceeded all yesterday and will be 
continued to-day. Mr. A. K. McBhil- 
lipa a .d Mr. J. P. Walls are acting for 
the [ilaintifr and Mr, A. L, Belyea for 
defendants.

Seaman of the •' Vera " Relates 
Grievances and Promises to Have 
the* Lkvr." 



Daring tlio long cruise of thesealiiiK 
Bchooner Vera just eiiiled, tbini;aiU)OiUii 
have not been of the pluusanteat uatui e 
and more tluia one cf tha crow accusea 
Captain W. Briigjr of uniel treatment. 
No charges havu yet bcuii preferred in 
the courts, but able seaman L, JIartin 
declares his intention ot prosecutiui; the 
captain for assault and general abuse, 
■with the Buppletnentary charge of 
negligence of navigation, He has a log 
of the cruise that contains a record of 
everything tliat passed between himself 
and the captain, as also a memo, of bodio 
of the incidentB in which others of the 
crew were implicated. Martia tella a 
pitiful story of the treatmeDt he received, 
and his log kept from day to day 
tends to show much tyranny esercised 
by the captain. He says he was a whaler 
in the Arctic, and asancbonone oecaaion 
became ice blind. The trouble between 
himself and Captain I!ia<,'n he states be- 
gan one day wlien lie was at tlie wheel, 
lie was keepinp; tlie course to the beat of 
Ilia knowledge but under diflicuUy 
caused by the oU'ect of the lij^lit shinini; 
brightly on the chronometer, liartinj; 
hia eyes. In a try inii moment he inad- 
vertently allowed the schooner to steer a 
point out of her course, when the captain 
pounced upon him and ordered bim to 
stand aside while another took his 
place. This was very humilialiny 
to Martin, for ha saya he has 
been at sea many years and 
knew well how to manage a vessel 
under the clrcuoiBtaDce then iiii- 
vailing. From that time he did not 
touch the wheel, and for refusing to 
work he was kept in close confinoment 
for 35 days. He took sick on the trip, 
antl on one ocdision the captain in ad- 
ministering a liose of nunlicino accord- 
ing to bia story took hold of him and 
endeavoreil to pour a quantity of castor 
oil down Ilia throat. He struggled 
against taking the disagreeable dose 
and the captain finally had to abandon 
Ilia prescription. Un another occa- 
sion Martin claiina to have had his nose 
broken by the captain, while at still an- 
other time be was, ho says, thrown 
forcibly against the aide of the schooner, 
having his shirt partially torn off his back 
iu the Bcaffle. His term of coafinement 
he served vrbile the vessel was on her 
way from the Japanese coaat to Ouna- 
laska, and be says had be not had a 
doctor's certificate for sickness he would 
doubtlogg have 1) con i n irons aawas a aliip- 
iiuU.! named T. Don>;lity. Neither, be 
saya, ate anything but bread and water 
during the whole of their incarceration, 
which for Doughty meant thirty-seven 
days. ;V.nother of the many grievances 
which Martin baa to make against the 
capi.iin is that of travelling for about 
tiiree weeks without side lights on 
the schooner. 

What truth there is in these state- 
ments remains to be seen if Martin takes 
Ills case to court. A Colonist man 
called on Captain Bragg last night to 
hear his side of the story, but instead of 
receiving any e.\:planation was treated 
to a picturesque How of language.

Time lor LiKliling and Heating. 

The uiaBsive atone building which ia 
to be Victoria's custom houeo and i>o9t 
oflico ia now rapiiily approacliiuf^ com- 
pletion ami will in a couple of week,s bo 
Ijiiiehetl in eo far aa Messrs. I<',l[ord i<; 
.Smitii'H contract for the buihlin)^ itaelf 
ia concerned, .Afasoii work, plastering 
and woodwork have been carried out iu 
a lirat class manner by the contractors 
from tho Bolid arched stone and cement 
work of the examinine warehouse to the 
bandeome heavy ornamental wooden 
ceilingu of the main post office. The 
work looks solid and substantial and in 
very nleaping to the eye, the 
bold details of the interior corri- 
dors being especially gcod. After 
tlio completion of the present contract, 
however, t'.ere ia stiil mu h to be done 
before the bni Idint^ will be in use, and 
certainly the departments will hardly 
be able to take up their iiuartora before 
ne.Kt sprint;. Jt bad been ori^iinally in- 
tended to put in lieatin;; apparatus, and 
indeed the beaterfl lheiii.''elvea are etaiid- 
iiig in the baGeiiient. In fiict the de- 
partment called (or tenders once for the 
heating apparatus, but it ia understood 
that some time back they were rejected 
aa being too high.

Consequently thia uaeans tearing 
boles in the floors and handsome 
ceilings and much additional expense 
before the employes of the departmenta 
can keej) tbetnaeives warm. Jlat that ie 
nothini: to what seem a an even worse 
blunder for not one solitary thing has 
been done towards having gas pipea or 
electric light wiring in the building. A 
minor apparent oversight ia that there ia 
no outside letter drop, and to remedy 
this there will have to be it seems a 
hole knoi-ked through the thick stone 
wall. Tbeae defects, however, have 
nothing to do with the present contracl, 
Messrs. Elford & Smith having carried 
out their work according to the plans 
given them.

TYPHOON AT YOKOHAMA. 

lUucb Damage to Shipping and to Property 
on Land, 

San Fbancibco, Sept. 30. — Yokohama, 
Tokio and Nberg districtB were visitGd 
ou the morning of September 9 by a 
severe typhoon, the first since LSS.'i. 
Much damage was done ou land and eea 
and a number of lives were lost. Ship- 
ping sull'ered greatly, tlie ehipg Ore 
martyshiro and the liark Selkirkshire 
foaling each other. The ship Glenricht 
was stranded, as was also the ijousdale. 
The German cruiser Irene was stranded 
broadside, but it is expected to lloat 
her, and the steamer Patroclus narrowly 
escaped the fata ot the Irene, bringing 
up within a few yards of the German 
cruiser. Five yachts capsized and sank, 
and ttilrtyfiTa loaded lighters went 
down. Several people are reported mia- 
eine. During the storm the main of the 
Yokohama waterworks burst, cutting 
more than 100,000 consumers oil' from 
their water supply. How long the 
famine wilMaat is not stated.

LIFE IN &UADEMALA. 

Cruelty of a Rnfilan in Antborlty and His 
Oeatb in the Ravolutlon. 

S.VN Fbamcisco, Oct. The steamer 
San Bias arrived from Oeatral American 
ports yesterday with the following de 
tails of the revolution in Guatemala: 

The revolution broke out on September 
6, and was participated in by seven de- 
partments, viz., San Marios, Quezal- 
teuango, Huehatango, Tatoaicopaa, 
Mazakenango, Ouchio and Salonla. The 
revolt began with an attack upon the 
outpoatB of Quezaltenango and other dia 
tricts which proved successful. The 
revolutionists, however, withdrew to 
gather reinforcements from the sur- 
rounding country, and three days after 
the first shot was fired the government 
sent into the field Qeneral Leon with 
1,500 men; General Toledo, with 42 
pieces of artillery and 2,000 men. One 
battery deserted to the enetny after 
leaving the city. On Sept. i), J. L. Cas- 
tillo, aide to Morales, arrived with an 
immense force of malcontents trora the 
neighboring provinces, and after a sharp 
engagement took the city of Ciuezalecan- 

Meantime Barrios waa carrying 111' 
ters with a high hand among the rebels 
within the citadel. Needing money he 
applied to Don Juan Apricio, the well 
known capitalist, through the medium 
of General Boque Morales, who is noted 
for his cruelty. Knowing that the loan 
meant financial ruin to him, Apricio 
hesitated and was promptly taken to the 
castle and strung up by the thumbs 
Upon refusal to accede to the demands 
made upon him, Apricio was lashed un- 
til he fainted from torture, and still be- 
ing obdurate when he recovered his 
seneeB, Morales cursed him and shot him 
dead. His many friends, however, had 
revenge shortly after, for when the city 
of Quezalenango was taken, Roque Mor- 
ales waa shot without a trial. Grave ac 
cusatiouB of cruelty to women, wives'and 
daughters of men who joined the revolu 
tionists, are made against " Dictator " 
Barrios. 



NEWS OF THE ORIENT. 

Additional Taxes in Japan— The Cabinet in 
Disfavor— Koreans Oat for Vengeance, 

S.\s FitANcisco, Sept. 30— The Btetimer 
Doric arrived last evening from Hong- 
kong and Yokohama, bringing the fol 
lowing advices : 

Reports from all parts of Japan indi' 
cate that the rice crop will exceed in 
quantity any yield during the past 
seventy years. The crop will be from 
15 to 40 per cunt, above the average, 

The .Sliimpo says that the days of the 
Ja])an cabinet are numbered and 
cribes as tho principal reason the al- 
leged fact that it is divided against 
iteelf. 

To make next year's income equal to 
the contemplated expenditures it is 
proposed to raise 12,000,000 yen by in 
creasing the rate of the sake tax an<l 
interdicting all brewing of sake for do 
niestic use, but to refrain from any other 
addition to the present weight of tasa 
tion. When the new tarifl" is put in 
force it will yield an additional revenue 
of 0,000,000 yen. 

The Japan Red Cross Society has or 
dered two steamers from Kngland for 
use aa hospital ships in time of war and 
to be chartered to the Nippon Yuaen 
KaiBlia in time of peace. 

The Nichi Nichi states that a large 
number of Koreans have arrived 
Fukuoka and Kuiiiamamato to wreak 
vengeance upon tho Japanese who were 
implicated in the Seoul disturbance last 
year when the Korean (iueen was killed, 
One ot the Japanese in Fukuoka barely 
escaped with his life. 

The Japan Railway Bureau has order- 
ed twenty locomotives from the United 
States. 

On the 5th inst.. Otto ^aughmau, an 
apprentice on board the United States 
steamship Olympia, fell through an 
open grating while doing some work on 
the vessel, receiving injuries from which 
be died shortly after. 

C. P. R. ENTERPRISE 

Will Be "lore Largely Directed to the As- 
sistance of Kootenay mines. 

MoN l iiKAL, Oct. 1. — The Montreal Star 
Bays itiat Vice-President Shaiiyhiitssy, 
in an interview with Mr, IMcArthur, 
president of the Rossland board of trade, 
states that the Canadian PaciQc will pro- 
c ;e<l without delay to build a railway 
through China Creek Hat into Rosaland, 
and that capitalists closely identiflecl 
with the Canadian Pacific have practic- 
ally completed arrangements for the 
erection of a large smelter ou the Col- 
umbia river, which will treat Rossland 
ores at aa Iowa charge aa possible, and 
that shipping mines will be connected by 
aerial tramways with the smelter. Each 
mine will have its own bin or bins for 
storing the dillerent grades, thus rtio cost 
of getting ores from tho iniiica to the 
point of transBliipment will Ijo reduced 
to a minimum. The Slocan country will 
alBO receive the company's aid and as- 
sistance in a similar way. Aerial traui- 
wnys will also bo built from every ship- 
ping Htatiou to each of the large shipping 
mines there. The cost of carrying these 
orefl to the shipping point will be so 
greatly reduced that the rawhide, wagon 
and sleigh will be no more. 

A Village Burned. 

CnrcACio, Oct. 1.— A fire which broke 
out early thia morning at Willow 
.Springs, IG miles from Olucago, on the 
Br!Mnat,'o Canal, destroyed nearly half 
the town, and made nearly 60 families 
homeless.
